David Josiah Brewer was born in 
Smyrna. Asia Minor, in 1837. He was 
the son of Rev. Josiah Brewer aud 
Emilia A. Field, sister of David Dudley

His father was an 
early missionary to Turkey. 
Young Brewer was graduated from 
Yale In 1856 and from the Albany f.aw 
school in 1858. 
Ile established him­ 
se lf in his p ro fessio n at Leaven wort h, 
Kan., in 1859. and there he liv ed until 
he assumed hut duties as Ju a tb s of th 
suprem e court.

In 1861 David J. Brewer was ap­ 
pointed United States commissioner, 
and during 1863 and 1864 he was judge 
of the probate and crim inal courts of 
Leavenworth county, and 1865 until 
1869 he was Judge of the First district 
court of Kansas 
In 1876 Judg* 
Brewer was el?cted 
Justice of the suprem e court of his 
state, and was re-elected in 1876 and 
1882; and in 1884 he was appointed 
Judge of the circuit of the United 
States for the Eighth district. 
Justice Brewer 
succeeded 
Justice 
Stanley M atthews on the bench of the 
highest tribunal in the nation in De­ 
cember. 1889; and since that tim e he 
has rendered many decisions of note 
and filled many special commissions 
with signal ability.

of g.K.d roads from one county into 
anot her. 
“The building of roads—that Is, iicr- 
manent and good roads''—he said, “is 
quite as large an undertaking as build­ 
ing railroads. They should be of large 
extent aud should not lie stopped arbi­ 
trarily at tin* county line Just because 
the authority of the county commis­ 
sioners docs not extend into til** next 
county. The way to build our roads 
stale wide I*: to create a good roads 
commission to a* t as a consulting 
board for the various sets of county 
commissioners. 
The engineer of the 
lion rd w ould, iii fa< t, Is* a state eng! 
neer, who would plan tin* best surveys 
for g'Msl roads from a state standpoint 
and lay the plans before tile sets of 
county 
commissioners 
for 
approval 
and the voting of Die necessary bonds 
to defray the e x p e n se by counties as 
must I*** done under Dux present v*mk1 
roads law. 
The only thing that the 
stale can furnish is convict labor.’’
